TACTICAL DE-ESCALATION (8 HOURS)

COURSE GOAL:

In accordance with the Police Executive Research Forum (PERF) 30 guiding
principles, this course is designed to educate law enforcement officers in the theory,
methodology, and application of tactical de-escalation skills.

Course instruction is intended to provide the student with an in-depth
understanding of tactics used to handle unarmed non-compliant subjects, subjects
armed with weapons other than firearms, and subjects who may attempt suicide by
cop.

The course consists of lecture, video review and hands-on/practical tactical de-escalation
training for in-service officers and meets PSP for TACCOM.

ARMORED CAR ORIENTATION AND TOUR:
